To the Inhabitants of the Town of East Kingston in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: | 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Town on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next, at 10 of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: | 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 for the construction of the Powwow Road, 
provided the State shall appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 
for the same purpose. It being understood that if the State 
appropriation is made by the State in accordance with Bill 
Number 64 now pending, and the town accepts special aid 
that the town shall not be entitled to State Aid for Class 2 
roads. 


4. To see if the town will accept State Aid for con- 
struction of Class 2 road known as Powwow Road, and raise 
and appropriate or set aside for said: purpose the sum of 
$475.50 against appropriation by State of $1,000.00; or will 
accept State aid for construction of Class V roads and raise 
and appropriate or set aside for said purpose the sum of 
$169.23 against appropriation by State: of $676.92. 
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5. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to be expended by the Selectmen or an 
agent appointed by them for gravel surfacing on the road 
leading from the railroad bridge to Lombard Hill, the 
Willow road and the South road. Said amount with so much 
as the Selectmen may approve of, from 60% of the money 
raised and appropriated for town highways in 19385 shall 
be reserved for expending after definite knowledge as to 
how and where money from the State, if any, for improve- 
ment on Class V highways in 1935 is to be expended. The 
sum appropriated shall be raised by notes payable in four 
equal annual payments and interest shall be raised as part 
of the sum raised annually as extra for town highways. 


6. Tosee what action the town will take in regard to 
purchasing V-type snow blades, and make appropriation for 
same. 


7. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
purchasing more snow fences and make appropriation for 
same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $15.00 for Memorial Day purposes. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $100.00 for the Library. 


10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


11. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of the Municipal Budget Act. 


12. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the 
town through Tax Collector’s deeds. : | 


13. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to carrying insurance on men working on the town roads, 
and raise and appropriate money for same. 
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14. To see what action the town will take in regard to.

15. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before this meeting.

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COSTS 


Below you will note a comparison of elementary school 
costs for each of the districts in this Union. A comparison of 
last year’s net costs with those of the year before indicate 
just how much of a reduction has been accomplished. In 
your case the decrease is slight due largely to a rather 
stable enrollment during the two years. This present year 
should show a greater drop owing to the larger enrollment. 
The decrease shows a will on the part of the Board to keep 
costs down in accordance with the trends of the times. The 
value of State Aid to you is well illustrated by an exam- 
ination of the following statistics.
